“ The President emphasized, 
as had Prsident Kennedy, that 
we wouldn’t tolerate waste and 
he would accept whatever poli­

Scott — and the state’s 27 con­ 
gressmen to “ join with the state 
administration in an all-out ef­ 
fort to reverse this calamitous 
decision by the Defense Depart- 
ment.” 
Scranton said the move wxnild 
“ add thousands to the ranks of

unemployed 
just 
when 
Pennsylvania is. at long last, 
making giant strides in over­ 
coming decades of unemploy­ 
ment.” 
“ This state has been short­ 
changed in defense installations 
and defense contracts for years. 
In proportion to our population 
and industrial capacity* we have 
been practically forgotten, and

“ too dam aged” 
by this 
year’s election to fail to make 
gains in House and Senate seats 
in 1966. But he said a start in 
r e b u i l d i n g must be made 
quickly. 
“ It is in the interest of the 
party, the country, and the two 
party system that the Republi 
can party reorganize and estab­ 
lish in the minds of the people 
the idea that our party—through 
its chairm an—speaks with one 
mind and will advance a pro­ 
gram for progressive govern­ 
m ent,” he said.
